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AN EXTRAORDINARY WOMAN. 

The following interesting account of an ex. 
traordinary Woman, a moderna magicitan—recal. | 
ling tomind the famuus magicians of antiquity, 
the Circe of the deserts—is extracted fromm a/| 
recent letter of a French correspondent of the 
New York Observer, by him avridged from a 
late work of Mr. de Lamartine, a distinguished 
French writer and poet. Mr. de Larmartine 
made a voyage a few years ago tothe East, 
and traversed Palestine, Arabia, Syria, and oth. 
er countries memorable in ancient and in scrip. 
ture history, and the work alluded to isa des- 
cription of the voyage. The curious extract 
below is an account of his imterview with Lady 
esther Stanhope. 

This lady Sianhope was a niece of the illus 
trious Pitt. Young, beautiful and rich, she 
made a tourto Europe immediately alter the 
death of heruncle, and afterwards embarked 
with a numerous suite for Constantinople, where 
she spent some years. Subsequently she 
traversed all Syria, having tn train a numerous 
caravan, loaded with rich presents for the 
Arabs. She resided at Jerusalem, at Damas. 
cus, at Palmyra,and other places. At Palmy- 
ra the Arabs assembled round her tent to the 
number of 50,000, and charmed by her beauty 
and magnificence, proclaimed her Queen of 
Palmyra! After wandering in all the coun. 
tries of the East, she at last shut herself in an 
almost solitude on of the 
mountains of Libanus, near the ancient Sidon. 
The Turkish Pacha gave her the ruins of a 
convent, where she built beautiful houses, made 
charming gardens, ete., and.ived in complete 
oriental luxury. Though her fortune bas di- 
minished, and she has been deserted by her Eu- 
ropean friends, she still lives in this seclusion, 
surrounded only by a few slaves. —Landmark.

THE SEVEN SLEEPING CHRISTIANS. 
AN EASTERN TALE. 


In a volume of sermons, by Bishop Heber, he 
introduces one of the discourses with this story, 
tourthe purpose of calling attention to the great 
concerns of eternity and of practical religion.— 
His text is, 2 Cor. iv, 18, “ We look not at the 
things which are scen, but at the things which 
are not seen.” 


“ There is an ancient fable told by the Greek 
‘and Roman churches—which, fable as it is, 
may for its beauty and singularity well deserve 
‘to be remembered—that in one of the earliest 
| persecutions to which the Christian world was 
exposed, seven Christian youths sought con- 
cealment in a lonely cave, and there, by God’s 
appointment, fell into a deep and death-like 
slumber. ‘They slept, the legend runs, two 
hundred years, till the greater part of mankind 
had received the faith ofthe gospel, and that 
church, which they had left a poor and afflicted 
orphan, had‘ kings for her nursing fathers, and 
queens for her nursing mothers.’ They then 
at length awoke, and entering into their native 
Ephesus, so altered now that its streets were 
altogether unknown to them, they cautiously 
enquired if there were any Christians in that 
city? ‘Christians!’ was the answer, ‘ we are 
all Christians here!’ and they heard with 
thankful joy the change which, since they left 
the world, had taken p'ace in the opinions of its 
inhabitants. On one side, they were shown a 
i sattely fabric, adorned with a gilded cross, and 
dedicated, as they were told, tothe worship of

‘their crucified Master ; on another, schools for | 


‘the public exposition of those gospels, of which, 
so short a time betore, the bare profession was 
proscribed and deadly.

‘They learned that the great- 
er part of those, who called themselves by the 
the blessings which Christ had bestowed, and 
lof the obligations which he had laid on his fol- 
lowers. They found that as the world had be- 
come Christian, Christianity itself had become 
worldly ; and, wearied and sorrowful, they be- 
sought of God, to lay them down asleep again, 
crying out to those who followed them, You 
have shown us many heathens who have given 
up their old idolatry, without gaining any thing 
better in its room ; many whoare of no religion 


at all; and many with whonr the religion of. 
Christ is no more than a cloak of licentious-— 


ness; but where, where are the Christians ?— 
And thus they returned to their cave ; and there 
God had compassion on them, releasing them 
once forall, trom that world for who e reproof 
their days had been lengthened, and removing 
their souls to the society of their ancient friends 
and pastors, the martyrs and saints ofan earli- 
er and better generation.”

CENSORSHIP OF THE PRESS.

We can see 
no objection to the full operation of this prin.

And how can we conceive of a censorship 
more arbitrary and offensive? Surely, the 
despotism and obligarchies of the old world af-

|subjected to the inspection of postmasters, and 
the circulation to depend upor their opinion of 
ithe contents, where is the liberty ofthe press 2 
'And where is the censorship to stop? Must 
‘not all private letters be submitted to the same 
‘tribunal of inspection? No—if the liberty of 
‘the press is to be abridged, give us licensors 
‘at home, to prevent the publication of seditious 
‘matter, and not subject us, after publication, to 
the scrutiny and authority of such a buard of 
judges as our whole body of postmasters would 
constitute. But the liberty of the press in this 
‘country is in no danger at present. The press 
is free enough in all conscience ; nobody could 
wish it more so, Butthere is much less to be 
dreaded from its licentiousness than from such 
arbitrary restraints as the Charleston editors 
would impose. —Landmark.

RIOT AT HAMBURGH AND ATTACK ON THE 
JEWS. 


Hamburgh, Aug. 4.—This town has been again the 


scene of one of the most barbarous attacks upon the 
Jews that has ever been witnessed. On Thursda 

night last, about 9 o’clock, a premeditated attack (be. 
ing known several days previously) was made by some 


fifty persons upon six oreight Jews in the Alster Hal.
